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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are presented for examination. 

Drawings 



2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of 
the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed "first memory", "alternate memory", 
"history file" throughout the claims (especially in claim 19) must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

a. Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record because none of the prior art of 
record teaches or fairly suggests the claimed operations of reallocating selected 
information residing in or to be stored in a first memory in an alternate memory and then 
restoring the reallocated information based on the established history file that records the 
data processing criterion (claim 1) or historical message processing rate (claim 18) or 
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historical processing information about a computing environment or about at least one 
application running in the computing environment (claim 19). 
b. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayfe, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
